PEARLS BEFORE SWINE. 
: ‘ 


On Thursday last was published the first 
authoritative communication concerning 
the plague and its causation, and calling 
attention toa number of erroneous opinions 
held by the community of Hongkong in 
the premises. It was in the form of 4 
letter from Dr. Jans Cantiim to the 
Secretary of the. Sanitary Board and was 
characterized by the high ability, the 
patient research, the faultless logic and the 


\| modest utterance which have ever marked 


one who Is universally and very justly 
regarded as’ the Acanewnon of the | 
medical faculty in the Far East. To 
any and everyone of commonsense 
who has. mastered the three R's, ‘Dr. 
Cantiie's practical statements must have 
brought pleasure and satisfaction in these 
gloomy hours of Hongkong's adversity. 
To a certain class who have no pretensions 
to commensense they praved the proverbial 
red rag to the enraged bull. 

It appears.to the. Telegraph that Dr. 
Cantiiz showed clearly that the disease 
was not locally autogenous, but was an 
importation from the filthy citles of the 
interior of the provinces of Kuangtung 
and Yunnan, such ‘as Pakhoi, Canton, 
etc, that it is epidemic and endemic 
those localities, localities’ where 
drainage is unknown and sanitation a 
meaningless. word; that it is not an 
epidemic in this colony and that it is not 
the product of leaky sewers, choked drains 
or overcrowded tenements, that, in short, 
the plaguer is but a brief chapter of the 
gospel of filth, ~ . : 

The Doctor’s letter was equally valuable 
in ‘ts suggestiveness Even a careless 
reader would readily infer from its perusal 
that the epidemic was contagious and not 
infectious; that the contagion was of so 
low a type as to be direct rather than 
indirect In character, and while lethal it 
‘may be to races whose modes of living are 
utterly unhygienic, was not: and {s not so 
threatening to Europeans as are mani 
maladies common to great cities, but whic 
are seldom. or never taken into grave 
consideration by local or national Boards 
of Health. ; , 

The advice offered by Dr. Cantus to 
suspend judgment in many questions 
touching the plague until we have further 
evidence bearing-upon the matter, was 
judicious and timely. Two-thirds of the 
trouble and bickering, of the Aow-towing 
to Mongollan nonentities and the arrogant 
demeanour displayed to other personages 
of the same race, ofthe needless fierce 
activity of one day ‘ard the purposeless 
apathy of the next, have been due to the 
acting upon opinions formed In the 
excitement of the’ moment without a 
scintilla’ of evidence to justify their 
formation, much less the conduct which 
they were permitted to inspire and 
dominate, ~ = 

Dr. Canriir’s 


letter ‘was heartily 
welcome and’ was appreciated it every 
intelligent member of the community; but 
it was not appreciated by the shams and 
donkeys, the frauds and ‘lickspittles, the 
do-littles and do-nothings who dishonor 


‘| the colony with their presence, and, of 


course, it was not appreciated by our 


|| coprafazous contemporaries, the Darly Jest 


and China Stale. These two diurnal 
misfits hive eversince the plague appeared 
been living in the drains. 

What Cantyze said of Swinnunye, He 
climbed down into the sewer and added 
to it’—applies to them ‘with perfect 
appropriateness. : 

As Dr, Canrriz’s letter made ‘OTHELLO’s

way. The Daily Jest freed itself for a 
moment from the strait-jacket, gag and 
padded chamber, and indulged in an 
“editorial,” so asinine and paltry as to be 
positively funny. The China Stale, with 
the genlus of that American animal which 
is sald to climb up its own tall and vanish 
into the obscurity: of the night; wrote to 
itself various Jetters of varying lucidity and 
incoherence. . The “ editorial” of the oné 
rag and the letters of the other were 
supposed to be answers to or arguments 
agalnst Dr. Canrirz’s simple proposition. 
At least, as such they were written and as 
such published, It 1s lucky that these 
doddering back-numbers represent no one

Hongkong, whom the absence of suitable 
asylums necessitates allowing at large.
